As 
Tegir.  •  .  unemsiarnient  and  the  routine  expen- 
ditures ot  Btatai  and  provinces  and  munlcipal- 
mm,  partletilarlv  In  ralation  to  all  social  services, 
there  is  an  obligation  affecting  liquidation  which 
^.iri  «tnp04C  W  lyurden  on  future  generations, 
unemployment  railof  cornea  under  the  head  of 
aoclal  service  legislation  With  It,  as  hi  the  case 
Of  pensions  legislation,  education,  hospital  bene- 
nSi^VtM  bttMflelartoa  art  those  of  our  own 
generation,  and  what  1*  done  for  them  should 
naguesUouably  impose  no  obligations  on  the 
giinerations  that  are  to  follow.  Any  conception 
to  the  contrary  connotes  a  desire  to  avade 
iMponsibllities.  If  social  service  legUlaUon  U 
lobe  maintained  and  UMIMiid  at  the  alarming 
rate  of  recent  years,  then  we  may  rest  assured 
that  posterity  wUl  have  troubles  enough  of  its 
own  without  belBf  baHWii  by  any  portion  of 
the  debts,  in  the  raqiect  noted,  for  which  we 
have  contracted.

iiSirV^  more  and  more  with  a  spirit  of  aban- 
do^ll  la  eoneelfable  that  the  generations  yet 
to  come  will  liave  commitments  of  their  own  a» 
hiaty  as  they  can  bear.  An  obvious  duty  which 
wt  owe  to  posterity  Is  to  leate  It  as  clean  a  slate 
M  possible  in  the  matter  of  debts.

The  business  of  bidding  implies 
two  separate  processes  the  cor- 
rect Interpretation  of  ones  own 
cards,  and  the  drawing  of  correct 
Inferences  as  to  the  cards  held  by 
one's  partner.  Theae  processes, 
however,  are  mterdependent. 
Partner's  bids  are  baaed,  in  thahr 
turn,  on  Inferenoes  drawn  from 
one's  own;  thus  at  each  Rtage,  In 
the  butldlne  up  of  a  declaration 
which  will  he.si.  .suit  the  two  hand.s. 
the  accumulated  farts  and  infer- 
ences already  dl.sclofieti  arc  taken 
into  account. 

For  example,  I  am  dealer,  and  I 
open  the  Mddlag  wtti  one  heart. 
Partner  icglatm  at  enee  the 
lowing  facts:

A  new  devtlopment  this  season  wiU 
be  the  entry  of  South  Africa  as  a 
.serious  eompetltor  for  Japanese  or-

In  view  of  Japan's  heavy  buying 
last  season,  a  reduction  in  her  Im- 
ports of  fabrics  might  reasonably 
have  been  expected.  But  during  the 
first  half  of  tba  year  Japan's  ahlp- 
ments  of  woolen  and  waratad  fab- 
rics from  the  United  Kingdom  were 
greater  than  in  the  previous  year. 

TEAM  BRAUATION 

Japan's  wool  requirements  are 
not  expected  to  shrink  appreciably 
this  year,  hut  wool  Interests  fear 
tliat  Australia's  hiRh  tariff  agahist 
Imports  may  draw  Japan  Into  re- 
taliation.

L«'.ss  than 
six  thou-sand  of  them  have  some- 
how survived  the  ravages  of  hun- 
ger and  disease  following  In  the 
wake  of  the  white  man,  and  ex- 
perts agree  that  drastic  steps  must 
be  Ukan  to  prevent  t!aalr  anriy  MM 
complete  extinction. 

For  thousands  of  years  the  Es- 
kimo ha.s  been  singularly  ec  of 
disease,  lacking,  as  a  consequence, 
the  needful  Immunity  to  the  dls- 
aaaaa  of  cMUaatlon.  thousands  of 
them  fell  eaqr  prey  to  whooping- 
cough,  smallpox,  d^therta,  tuber- 
culosis ;.nd  the  like.  In  some  cases 
more  than  seventy-five  per  cent  of 
the  members  of  a  tribe  were  swept 
away  by  these  ailments  brought  In 
by  wbMa  man. 

A  TRAGIC  TALE 
The  northward  track  of  cWllixa- 
tlon  has  had  another  and  tragic 
result;  hunger  has  haunted  the 
settlements  of  thaaa  huataaMn.  So 
long  as  they  wera  armad  wl'.h 
nothing  more  deadly  ttian  spears, 
bows  and  arrows,  the  dangers  and 
exertion",  of  the  chase  served  as 
natural  limits  to  the  slaughter  of 
the  hercLs  of  caribou  and  musk 
oxen  roaming  the  northern  plains. 
But  the  coming  of  the  long-range 
rlila  provided  the  means  for  wan 
ton  atetMbtar  whllat  tha  naad  for 
money  (hitherto  imknown.  by  the 
way)  supplied  the  necessary  in- 
centive.

A  further  and  still  more  drastic 
step  Is  now  being  discussed  In  (AL- 
clal  circles:  nothlr^  less  than  the 
complet*  protection  of  the  Kskimos 
fr«ii  white  men  by  the  establl&li- 
ment  of  Eskimo  "sanctuaries."

THIS  is  the  time  of  year  when 
honey  is  plentiful  and  when  It  k  the 
most  appreciated.  It  Ls  particularly  ap- 
petizing when  there  is  a  nip  in  the  weather, 
and  colds  hang  in  the  air,  for  whkh.  by  the 
way,  as  any  housewife  knows,  it  k  a  moet  ex- 
cellent thing,  soothing  to  the  throat  and  an 
aid  to  digestion. 

yimi  bf  the  fansers  throughout  the  penin- 
sidft  have  bees,  .some  of  them  only  a  hive  or 
two  and  others  a  real  apiary.  We  have  in 
mind  Jnat  now  a  very  charming  place  on  the 
Bast  Road,  a  mile  or  so  north  of  the  Keating 
Crossroad,  where  the  wiilte  hives  strike  a  high 
note  in  the  landscape.  Thousands  or  pa&sers- 
by  must  notice  this  farm,  situated  In  the  very 
heart  of  a  valley,  with  a  gracious  white  house 
and  outbuildtaga.  lattice  feneee,  and  a  delight- 
ful parciT..  so  placed  that  everything  may  be 
seen  and  admired  by  all;  for  one  looks  down 
and  vm  the  pleasant  spread  ef  It  firan  tuf- 
where  on  the  highway. 

All  the  year  round  the  trees  and  the  grass 
are  luedouely  green  here,  for  the  sunlight  sift- 
hig  through  fretwork.s  n{  leaves  k  never  too 
hot;  and.  lying  in  the  lap  of  tha  hlU,  there 
mat  be  abundant  mousture.  We  have  never 
stopped  to  a.ik  about  this  farm,  being  content 
to  admire  It  as  we  pass  and  eenjeetore.  We 
have  wondered  sometimes  If  perhaps  it  Is  not 
a  little  cold  in  Winter,  down  there  away  from 
an  aU-day  sun.  Bat  It  looks  as  thNgh  It 
would  be  thr  very  ai  me  of  comfort  within,  and 
it  has  a  homelike,  hoepltabk  appearance,  the 
sort  of  place  one  fttooelatag  wttti  happy  family 
gatherings  and  merry  Ghrkkftasee,  roaring 
cpen  firee  and  sumptuously  ^iraad  tables.  So 
no  matter  ilmt  Ike  trwth  mag  he,  II  k 
f<bly  no  better  than  onr  ronjedUfU,  aad  f 
content  to  let  It  go  at  that.

throughout  the  year,  has  been  our  favorite 
honey.  Smelling  that  honey,  and  slowly  eat- 
ing that  honey,  we  can  eloae  our  eyes  end  go 
straight  back  a  quarter  ef  a  MBtury  to  yWBg 
ambitions,  young  dreams. 

QoTer  and  FIreweed 

BUT  mart  of  the  honey  on  the  Island  Is 
saade,  we  understand,  from  clover  and 
flreweed,  aad  not  nearly  an  of  the  bees  use 
Dalm  of  Gilead.  Of  cour.<M».  these  bf  v  little 
workers  gather  their  nectar  from  every  blos- 
som that  grows,  from  the  earliest  flowering  to . 
the  orchards  until— Just  last  week,  and  that 
was  nearly  the  end  of  October,  there  were 
liuadreds  and  hundrede  of  them  to  flw  flowan 

pf  the  Michaelma.s  daisies.  We  should  have 
thought  that  Michaelmas  daisies  would  not  be 
at  all  the  sort  of  bloom  whkh  woold  attract 
bees.  But  there  they  wtre,  probably  whok 
colonies  of  them,  passionately  engroesed. 

There  are  about  twenty  hlvee  at  the  ■kperl- 
mantal  Farm,  and  they  yield  each  year  him- 
dvadi  af  pounds  ot  excellent  honey.  Of  oOurse. 
with  all  tha  Moom  roundabout  the  station 
they  shotild  do  well.  On  the  Island  generally 
the  indigenous  trees  and  plants  which  furnish 
nectar  In  the  largest  quantities  are  the  Ar- 
butus MensieBli,  the  barberry,  the  bearbeiiy, 
the  caseara  sagrada,  golden  rod,  blackberry, 
some  of  the  maples,  raapberries,  salal,  snow- 
berry,  the  spreading  dog-bane  and  others,  in- 
cluding, of  course,  the  clover  and  the  flreweed. 
and.  we  should  think,  the  wild  strawberry.  We 
liave  seen  bete  hovering  around  them  and 
wlthto  them,  though  vrfld  itrawberries  do  not 
seem  to  be  included  in  a  list  we  have  before 
us.  By  the  way,  we  see  that  another  name  for 
flreweed.  and  certainly  a  prettier  name,  k  Ih- 
dian  Pink.  There  Is  still  anathtr  aame,  VOfy 
rarely  used:  It  is  rose  bey. 

Bver  so  many  books  have  been  written  about 
bees,  for  thk  wonderful  littk  anftture  which 
Uvea  to  a  community  under  meet  eompUcated 
lawa,  and  works  endktoly  from  Mrth  UBtn 
death,  has  engaged  the  attention  of  scientists 
and  philoeophers  from  very  early  days.  Aris- 
totle. Oato.  Pttny,  Tlrgn  and  many  other  sa- 

\an',>s  with  vilium  we  arc  familiar  studied 
and  wrote  of  the  bees.  On  Bgyptlan  stones 
aad  papyri  and  Mtreophagi  we  find  thdr  ilery 
pictured.  But  the  flr.nt  serlou.i  Impetus  to  the 
study  of  the  bees  in  comparatively  modem 
waa  given  by  Franwk  Huber,  wha  waa 
to  Oaneva  In  1750  and  became  blind  In 
youth.

Jast  what  was  in  the  minds  of  the  Cnna- 
diana  who  first  conceived  the  brilliant  project 
of  IteklBg  tho  Atlantic  and  Padfle  ooasto  of 
their  herltoga  with  a  railway  line  l.s  probably 
neither  hera  aor  there.  Whether  it  was  for 
pdftleal  aggrandlannent.  for  pecuniary  gate 
or  for  the  greatness  of  the  ('.iiia4ian  people  is 
not  material,  the  latter  effect  having  been 
in  generous  measure,  and  the  pro- 
tttterancM  of  Jotoirti  Howe,  Nova 
Scotia's  greatest  .son.  more  than  fulfilled.  In 
an  address  at  Halifax,  1851.  outlining  the 
future  of  British  North  AtoMoa  and  Ito  gtaat 
posslblltles,  Howe  said:

IN  tha  meantbat,  Jbmw  J.  am.  prodoet  of 
an  Ontario  farm,  man  of  great  viaon  and 
empire  builder,  and  one  time  agSgMa  of  the 
giant  minds  who  carried  the  CMMSs  Padfle 
through  to  completion,  had  been  instrumeatal 
In  inducing  the  Nippon  Tusen  KaLsha  (now 
the  Japan  Mall)  to  send  a  ship  across  from 
Yokohama  to  Seattle  at  aa  eaptriment;  and 
In  August,  1896.  the  first  Japanese  .ship,  the 
Miike  Maru,  arrived  in  Seattle.  This  service 
has  contteued  uninterrupted  evar  atnee,  mak- 
ing Victoria  and  Vancouver  porta  of  call,  and 
a  now  operated  to  cqojanetlon  with  the 
Oreal  MOrthem  BaOway,  althoogh.  Bin.  eoBM 
years  after  the  Japanese  ships  started,  placed 
two  great  liners,  the  Minnesota  and  the  Da- 
koto  on  the  run.  They  were  anything  but 
economical.

Wild  Ducks  and  Geese 

Fly  at  1  iigli  Speeds 

THE  alibi  of  the  hunter  who  said  that  the 
ducks  he  missed  went  by  him  IM  miles 
an  hour  has  been  "shot  to  pieces"  with  statls- 
Ucs  on  speed  of  birds  compUed  by  a  worker 
in  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Biological 
Survey.  Bartter  estimates  on  the  speed  of 
ducks  credited  these  birds  with  phenomenal 
speeds,  but  automobiles  and  airplanee  hM# 
made  more  aeearate  ttaing  of  their  flylnt 
possible. 

The  most  accurate  checks  thus  far  made 
eh«w  that  ducks  aad  geeee  do  not  onHnarlly 

go  more  than  forty  miles  an  hour,  although 
they  are  capable  of  increasing  their  speed 
If  frightened.  They  eaaaot.  however,  main- 
tain the  higher  speed  for  a  long  time 

The  fastest  bird  timed  was  a  duck  hawk  in 
California,  which  flew  at  a  speed  of  166  to 
180  miles  an  hour  while  chasing  Its  prey. 
Mallards  timed  In  Prance  and  England  flew 
fifty  to  fifty-eight  miles  an  hour,  and  a  flock 
at  top  speed  in  California  when  timed  with 
an  airplane  went  only  fifty-five  miles  an  hour. 

Pintails  chased  by  an  airplane  in  California 
flew  fifty-five  to  sizty-flve  mllee  an  hour,  and 
a  canvasback  made  seventy-two  miles  an 
hour.  Canada  geese  timed  in  Massachusetts 
flew  forty-four  aUlee  aa  hoar  and  a  braat  U 
SODtlaad  flew  forty-flve  mUee  aa  hour.

Oldest  Forage  Plant 

WHILE  alfalfa  is  one  of  the  oldest  fodder 
ptoate.  there  la  at  preeent  no  plant 
know|i  wtakb  eaa  eompete  with  it  in  nutritive 
value  and  general  importanoe  for  feeding. 
It  Is  relished  by  aU  kinds  of  atodi  whkh  eat 
it.  and  alfalfa  exceeds  even  red  dOfMr  IB 
nutritive  value  and,  protein  content. 

The  feeding  value  of  alfalfa  was  recognized 
in  Persia  long  before  the  Christian  era.  and 
It  was  highly  esteemed  by  the  Arabs.  It  is 
believed  to  have  originated  in  Asia  probably 
In  tiM  ■eBUiiieelwa  paita;  certainly  it  haa 
been  grown  in  Persia  from  time  Immemorial 
and  is  perhaps  the  oldest  forage  plant  in  the 
wortd.  It  waa  bmugbt  Into  Oreeoe  about  666 
B.C.  and  from  there  spread  to  Italy.  It  came 
to  Western  Europe  by  way  of  Northern  Africa, 
the  Arabe  earrying  it  into  Spate  te  the  eevaath 
century  aad  from  there  tt  fsoad  tte  waf  tela 
France. 

It  waa  Introduced  taito  Mexico  by  the 
Spaniards  whence  it  spread  to  the  United 
States  and  South  America,  while  BngUsh  and 
other  oolonlsto  Introduced  It  in  the  Bastem 
parte  of  North  America,  he  popularity  as  a

Stinking  Smnt  Causes 

ILavv  Loss  to  the 
Wheat  Giowti^ 

By  W.  R.  POSTKR

STINKIMO  emut  Is  causing  a  loss  of  about 
110.000.000  annually  in  the  three  Northwest- 
tern  States— Washington,  Oregon  and  Idaho. 
In  our  own  province  the  dlseaae  le  ti»  of  ; 
great  eeonomio  importanoe.  There  i*ae  an 
average  loss  of  over  ^lyNgi^8g~peT  year  from 
smut  in  Canada  from  Vm  to  1923.  In  1930, 
stinking  smut  Inereaeed  threefold  in  Oenade. 
If  we  are  going  to  compete  with  the  low 
prices  we  must  reduce  the  cost  of  production 
by  controlling  these  profit-taking  paretftee 

SMUT  ie  a  fungus  plant  or  mould  which 
penetrates  the  young  wheat  only  In  the 
seedling  stage  and  grows  up  inside  the  wheat. 
The  mould  in  the  plant  cannot  be  dlsoemod 
without  the  uee  of  a  mleroeoope  until  after 
the  wheat  bcplrv;  to  mature.  At  that  time  the 
mould  which  has  kept  pace  with  the  growing 
Wheat  plant  from  the  eeedHng  stage  repUoes 
the  kernel  with  it.s  own  .seed.  Instead  of 
healthy  wheat  kernels  the  fanner  harvests 
emut  balls,  each  one  of  which  contains  a 
iftU^tow  or  more  eeeds  of  the  mould.  Each 
of  these  seed.s  Is  capable  of  germinating  like 
a  kernel  of  wheat  and  producing  a  smut 
plaat  to  again  infect  wheal 

Method  of  Control 

MUCH  progreee  hae  ben  nwde  in  the  In- 
vestigations of  control  of  stinking  smut 
of  wheat,  but  the  problem  is  yet  far  from  be- 
ing eolved.  The  follewlnf  recommendations 

have  proved  beneficial.

If  a  farm- 
er finds  that  It  Is  very  dlfflruU  to  control 
smut  In  his  locality  he  may  purciiase  a  small 
quantity  of  Ora  or  Argentine,  wlileh  are  very 
pnmlslng  smut-reeistant  varieties  of  whrit 
Both  of  these  varieties  have  been  distributed 
to  farmers  in  the  sute  of  Oregon  and  are 
now  beinf  grown  ooaanerdaUr. 

g.  Seeding  soon  after  the  first  Fall  rains  In- 
creases the  danger  of  smut  infection.  The 
delay  of  seeding  three  to  four  weeks  after  the 
Fall  rains  will  lessen  the  danger  from  smut 
Infection  from  smut  in  the  soil;  but  seeding 
too  late  in  t^  Fall  in  some  localltlee  wlU  re- 
daea  the  jMdl

The  Passing  of  the 
Wild  Horse

OUT  in  the  fastness  of  the  hills  and  the 
open  of  the  plains,  man  Is  waging  a 

relentle.s.s  war  with  the  wQd  boiM  UK  gupvpte-

acy  of  the  prairie. 
Gone  are  the  daye  when  the  ehaelng  of 

~Wlbl  horses  was  considered  a  .sp()rt  second  to 
none  for  endurance,  skill  and  strength.  Now 
that  machinery,  the  snorttng  automobile  aad 
the  plodding  reaper,  is  usuTpUSI  the  horsed 
power,  the  wild  horse  is  being  destroyed  by 
the  thousands.  Sheep  and  cattle  men  eveiy- 
wliere  are  proteetlag  at  the  wild  horse's  con- 
sumption of  Rra.ss:  grass  enough  to  feed 
2,000,000  sheep  and  800,000  head  of  cattle  on 
the  ABMslean  rangee.  Benoe  the  wholeeale' 
slaughter  of  "man's  friend,  the  horse.** 

The  mustang  has  long  been  an  integral  part 
of  the  roawnee  and  history  of  the  old  Weel. 
lending  much  to  its  development  and  color. 
Wild  horses  have  been  classed  as  native  ani- 
mals of  the  State  of  Tbaaa,  eepedally  ttt 
Southern  portion;  they  were  there  before  the 
first  white  settlers.  Since  the  mustang  is  of 
the  same  breed  as  the  Mexican  horse,  it  may 
be  aeeumed  that  the  mustangs  were  de- 
scendants of  the  horses  brought  to  Mexico  by 
the  conqulstadores  under  the  leadership  ol 
Cbrtea  nearly  400  yean  ago;  later  JUan  de 
Oaata  aad  Coronado  took  them  further  North. 

Roved  in  Bands 

THEY  roved  in  bands  of  one  to  three  dn7en 
head  under  the  leadership  of  a  cunrun^ 
stalUon.  One  pr  two  mele  yearlings  or  two- 
year-olds  may  be  In  the  band,  but  no  mature 
male  can  enter  unless  he  defeats  the  leader 
by  right  of  coaqueet  te  what  la  amally  a  fl^t 
terrible  to  see  The  a.stutenes.s  and  sagaclous- 
ness  of  these  leaders  were  almost  human. 
Tfielr  heritage  of  warlneee  aad  eautlooa  te- 
telUgence,  strengthened  by  stress  of  genera- 
tions of  evading  man's  traps,  oftentimes  was 
mere  than  a  nuitch  for  the  pursuer. 

Banning  wild  horses  was  fascinating  but 
danf^erous  pastime  for  the  cowboys.  The  mus- 
tangs were  generally  too  swift  and  clever  for 
the  hunters.  One  method  of  eatdalng  them 
was  to  fence  a  spring  or  water  hole  with 
camouflaged  greenery,  leaving  the  gate  open. 
After  eeveral  days,  tf  the  anteMla  weia  not 
frightened,  they  would  enter  tlie  enclosure  to 
reach  the  water;  then  a  trapper  who  had  re- 
mateed  hidden  eo  that  his  eeeot  weaM  aoi 
carry  would  shoot  the  bars  acrom  the  apai- 
ing,  capturing  the  whole  band. 

Usefuln<'SH  Is  Eii(lt*(i 

BUT  now.  their  usefulness  being  at  an  end, 
them  anteials  must  make  way  for  the 

more  useful  sheep  and' flattie  Riowiy  being 
pushed  back  farther  and  farther  and  fenced 
off  from  the  best  pasturage  and  water,  them 
remnants  of  proud  equine  anoeetcrs  are 
•lowlv  stArvlng  to  death.  In  several  states  a 
reward  of  Ave  dollars  a  head  is  offered  to 
stimulate  mass  eattemtaatlon. 

These  feral  horses  are  now  regarded  as 
unfit  for  commercial  purposes.  In  Summer 
they  roam  far  te  eeareh  of  the  f«w  tri(*Ilng 

Waterholes  and  in  Winter  they  paw  the  ice 
and  snow  for  the  scant  grass  and  foliage,  but 
for  the  meet  port  they  ream  oeer  eenatey 
which  has  little  grazing  value. 

In  recent  years  many  animals  have  been 
converted  teto  naiketabie  prodaeta— eaaned 
horseflesh,  which  is  exported  to  Europe  and 
considered  there  as  a  Uble  delicacy;  the  hides 
are  uttllmd  for  baseballs  and  glovea.  Anlaiala 
not  worth  shipping  are  taken  by  trappen  to 
he  used  a.s  bait  for  the  coyotes  and  wolves 

There  Is  something  of  tragedy  in  the  pas&uig 
Of  the  wild  horee.  but  for  them  to  hanre  fallen 
to  such  low  estate  as  to  warrant  their  de- 
struction as  a  nuisance  and  outlaw  is  tragedy

Praning  Evergreens 

BECAUBI  pnuBlng  stimulates  growth,  ever- 
greens should  never  be  pruned  in  the 
Fall,  but  always  in  the  Spruig.  just  when  the 
.now  growth  to  about  to  etaxl  Prune  only 
when  necessary  to  preserve  the  symmetry  and 
hold  down  the  size  of  the  tree.  Don't  fall  into 
the  error  of  trhaadar  off  the  tower  braaehae 
so  as  to  be  able  to  get  at  the  earth  under- 
neath easily,  for  a  tree  or  shrub  so  treated 
wlB  always  look  half  uadresmd. 

Two  good  evergreens  for  foundation  pruning 
are  the  Mugtio  Pine  and  the  Savin  Juniper. 
Theee  two  may  be  need  with  eaeellent  effect 
in  conjtmction  with  other  shrubs  In  the 
Spring  the  new  leavee  of  the  Mugho  Pine  give 
the  effect  of  so  many  little  evergreen  candles.
